Mistake Pointed Out. 


Justice Hughes today quoted ap- 


provingly from Judge Lurton's opinion 
and states that the 'medical company 
bad made the mistake of considering 
its monopoly of manufacture to be a 
monopoly of sale. Judge Holmes in a 
dissenting opinion said he believed in 
the. policy of leiting people manage 
their own business in their own 
as much as possible. Furthermore, he 
stated he believed there was 
dency to over value the, benefits 
competition to the public.

. THE DIAZ PROGRAM. 


President Diaz'is taking counsel of conditions and 


events in Mexico. His semi-annual message to the con- 
gress of the natfoa (Btibodies recommendations for re- 
forms of governnflEI that if carried forward to results 
will remove some Sit' the elemental causes of the in- 
surrection now in progress in the nortli and of the 
political disease and unrest that stir throughout the 
nation. 
General Diaz advocates the principle of no 


re-election for the president and other high .officials 
of the executive branch of the government, concedes 
the necessity for reform of the election laws and ac- 
quiesces in the demand for reform of local administra- 
tion and the judiciary as well as changes affecting the 
status of -the great estates, which are one of the chief 
of the curses that afflict the masses of the people in 
Mexico. 
i 


It does not so far appear that the recommendations 


and promises of President Diaz have made a salutary 
impression on the people of Mexico. This doubtless 
is in part flue to the slower distribution of intelligence 
in that land and the fact that the people have been 
so long disbarred from real participation in politics 
and popular affairs of government as to render them 
duller in interest, slower of judgment and more un- 
ready with opinions than would be the case with the 
people of a land less repressed in their political ac- 
tions or less constrained in the. formation of their po- 
litical opinions. 


The leaders of the revolution are not satisfied with 


the Diaz promises or the program which underlies it. 
With the demand for these reforms they couple an ul- 
timatum for the resignation' of Diaz and his govern- 
ment. Pending that, if they hold to their conditions, 
the war in the north' will go on. And no matter what 
may be the state of general intelligence in Mexico, at 
least enlightened political views and patriotic purpose 
are animating the insurrection ancl the conduct o£ its 
leaders. They have gained much and will be slow to 
risk that by any compromise which their successes have 
compelled. 


x MR. CLINE'S COMMITTEE

Cline's failure to land the Indiana membership of the 
rivers and harbors .committee is a disappointment to the 
friends of the Michigan and Erie canal project. As a 
member of that committee the representative from the

•k fould have been in a position to render great aid to 
Br :;e movement. The Ohio and Mississippi rivers are 
¥ powerfully represented in congress and the fact that 


Congressman Boehne, of Evansville, is an Ohio river 
man were a combination of circumstances not to be 
set aside. Still Mr. Cline is not without large power 
to influence consideration of the lake-to-lake waterway 
project. 
As chairman of the committee on public 


buildings he will have great sway. His good will is 
bound to be as much sought as though lie had been 
made, a member of the rivers and harbors committee 
and there is no room for doubt that he will be able to 
promote the waterway project very effectively.

Jon, started the old-fashioned oral spelling contest through- 
out the state he certainly succeeded in arousing a renewed 
nterest in one of the three R'.*. It is sai'e to say that spelling 
has been more widely discussed in Indiana, school circles 
during the last winter than in -any other season Tor many 


ears, and that more children, to say nothing of their elders, 
know how to spell well than would have been the case under 
ordinary circumstances.

he contests saw np. good reason for the adoption of the so- 
called reform spelling, for while it is true that only a few 
n 'each school proved themselves equal to every test, the 
many mastered most of the words in the spelling book and 
as a rule, without doubt—since it Is the common fact in 
such cases—the words most frequently missed were not in 
he class selected for reform, but more simple and common 
ones. There is something about a word of unusual foi m 
ind ailent letters that attracts special attention to it, while 
he ordinary words may be less carefully observed.

ainly when twelve-year-old children can learri to spell as 
he contestants did on Wednesday, no need ot simplifying 
irthography seems urgent.

ipeiiing book In use throughout the state was property 
aken as the authority. At the same time, it is rather to 
be regretted that more elasticity could not be used. One 
hild who spelled "traveler" with 'two "1's" was ruled out, 
•et two -Ts" are permissible and are used by many writers 
and many good authorities. The test however, seems in 
general to have been entirely fair and the result certainly 
shows that the pupils of the public schools of today are in 
no way behind those of their age of a. former generation.

Dr. Crane, "and if it In to combine all 
the model features of other cities 
which are enjoying a similar period of 
prosperity, your citizens must not only 
act quickly, but wisely. Probably no 
city in the country is showing such 
marked improvement along this line as 
Des Moines, la,, where the population 
is srowin? by leaps and bounds.^ There 
must be a pure and adequate water 
supply that is thoroughly sanitary In 
every respect, you must have ordi- 
nances forbidding th^ erection of fire- 
traps and alfio others compelling ade- 
quate protection to human -beings in 
buildings in case of flre. If these or- 
dinances are enforced it will ultimate- 
ly work out to tho good of the com- 
munity and the effects are readily 
recognized. Above everything else, an 
ordinance regulating the construction 
of tenements and one-family dwelling 
houses is absolutely necessary If the 
public health is to be conserved. The 
wealthier classes are able to look after 
themselves but the workingmen are 
not In position to gain all the benefits 
which accrue to their wealthier broth- 
ers and the city must .provide these." 


Dr. Crane devoted considerable time 


to a discussion of building regulations 
and pointed out both the good and the 
bad features of the building laws as 
they now exist In many cities.' Along 
this line she said In part:. 


"I would much rather see the popu- 


lation of a city living In tenements 
than in some of the -houses which are 
to be found usually in most big manu- 
facturing centers," declared the speak- 
er. She referred to the small houses 
erected by speculators for occupation 
by workingmen and their- families 
'Most of these are put up with a to- 
tal disregard to specifications for sani- 
tation and health and are generally to 
be found in the outskirts of a city 
where there are no street improve- 
ments, no trunk sewers and usually no 
city water. They yield a big return to 
the builder and the amount of rent 
paid by the tenant usually covers the 
investment within a period ot two or 
three years." 


Mrs. crane commended the practice 


of meat and 
milk .inspection, and 


urged it as one of the first duties of the 
municipality to throw about its citi- 
zens

closet shelves, is one ot the greatest 
household cares. It is very heavy anh 
must be stored away in a closet where 
the shelves' are prepared to carry its 
weight 
safely, and 
the grooves in 


which it is to stand must be deep 
enough to insure Its not slipping. It 
cannot be washed like ordinary ware 
for it sratches. and gets dull" if not 
properly 
polished. 
And it should 


never be rinsed under the running wa- 
ter as the ever changin? temperature 
might shiver it to a thousand pieces 
without an instants warning. 


To wash it properly use a wooden 


dish tub. fold a linen dish towel in the 
bottom, half fill the tub with good 
warm water to which add a quarter 
of a cup of ammonia, and use any good 
white soap. a soft brush nnd a I'intless 
cloth. Rinse with fresh, warm water 
and dry on a. soft towel, and polish 
with a soft chamois Or white tissue 
paper. 


To clean the insides of carafes and 


long .stemmed or necked bottle jugs 
or pitchers, let soak with a grated raw 
potato, the Inside skin of an ;egg. or 
salt and lemon slice, buckshot If used 
with great care some (imps aids in 
the removal of vinegar or wino stains.

the average earnings per passenger

• Its cars It would earn only 97 cents 
per mile. 
The railways receive less 


from mail than from either express or 
passengers—the other 
services ren- 


dered by passenger trains—while the 
total from the three is less than half 
pf that received from freight.

figures are based on the amount the 
railways received for hauling one foot 
of car space one mile in the transpor- 
tation of passengers, mail and express. 
In November. 1909, the railways hauled
